‘The 
Sea, no Doubt, was created for our Ufe, as well as the 
Earth ; efpecially for the Ufe and Defence of ‘Thofe, 
who lie an and are generally allow’d to have 
heen the fir& Mafers of the Sea, if not the Inventors 
of Nuvication; tor Strabo demonftrates, as the * /ame

Author obferves, that the Cretans were formerly fo expert 
jn this Art, that Cretenfis nefcit Felagus into a@ 
Procerh for one who pretends Ignorance of thofe Things, 
which He terfcGly underfiands. He tells us, indeed, that 
fome People attribute the firft Invention of Shipping to 
the anticnt Britons ; but, perhaps, This might be intended 
as a Compliment to our Country for the many Favours, 
which He had received from it. However thus much, 
at leaft, is certain; that our Forefathers diftinguifh’d 
Themfelves very early in the Art of Navigation, and long 
fince arriv’d at the higheft Pitch of maritime Pewer. 

But this Art, like moft other great Inftitutions, hath 
been olten perverted to very wicked, or very filly Purpo- 
fes, and inftead of being a Terror to the World, hath 
been mace the Object of its Scora and Contempt. Having 
therefore thewn, in my laft Paper, to what paultry Ufes 
tue mott fyiemn Things have been frequently. proftituted, 
Idefon Phis as an Rilay upon playing the Fool et Sea, 
aad turaing F/eets ato Ridicule ; which is fo fruitful and 
copious a Subject, that I was-obliged to referve it for a 
Diicourfe by itfelt. 

The firft neve! Armament, which ftands recorded in 
Fifory, was That under the Command of Admiral Ja- 
fi who was fent to Co/chis, with the Flower of all 
vreece, to fteal a Sheep's Skin, for That is all I can make

Preveniced to difcover in it; but I am not Adept enough

3. true, indeed, that Jajon, being an handfome 
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young Fellow, had the good Fortune to Work Himfeli hy- 
to the Affections of the Arng’s Daughter, who not only in- 
{tructed Him how to obtain the Prize, for which He was 
fent thither, but run away with Him into Greece ; where 
fhe afterwards play’d the Devil and all, upon being kick’d 
off, for the Sake of a new Mifre/s. 

The next F/ect of Antiquity, and of much greater Confe- 
quence than the former, was That employed in the famous 
Expedition to Trey. Homer hath given us a pompous Ac- 
count of ¢his Fvect, which was compos’d of the greatett 
Men in all Greece, and fitted out for no other Purpofe 
than to revenge the Caufe of an Har/ot, whom his Royal 
Highnefs Prince Paris, the King ot 7rcy’s Son, had 
pick’d up in his Travels, and carried away by Stealth 
This Expedition was fo far attended with Succefs, as to 
end in the total Deftruction of that renowa'd City, alter a 
bloody Siege of ten Years, in which great Numbers of 
Nen were flain on both Sides, and moft of the Ships ce- 
#troy’d; but how did This repair the Lady's Honour, or 
what were the goor Greeks the better for it ? 

I fhall pafs overthe Battle of Adfivm, between Mark 
Anthony and Argufus, without any Reflection, becaufe 
one of the greateit Empires, that ever exifted in the 
World, was determined by the Kvent of it; though the 
Folly of this Battle, on Aztheny’s Side, might be eafily 

fhewn ; but That is unneceffary, fince every Boarding- 
School Mifs hath read the Story of A// for Love, or the 
World well lof. 

When Nero had refolved to make away with his Mo- 
ther, Agrippina, and was much at Lofs about the Means 
of doing it; Anicetus, a Freedman, and Commander ia 
Chief of the Fleet at M7/enuim, offered to undertake that 
honourab'e Service, and propos’d a moft notable Device 
for effecting it. His Propofal was, * thet a Ship might 
be fo contrived, that, one Part of it being artifcially made 
to give fhe night be drovun'd before fhe fufpeted any 
Thing of the Matter. In order to make this Projed# ap- 
pear the more feafable, He obferved that nethine is fo 
fiatle to Accidents as the Sea; and if foe perifbed by Ship- 
wreck, nebody cou'd be fo invidious as to impute That toa 
premeditated Defign, which was plaialy owing to the Hinds

to be put in Execution, which was favoured by the Sea- 
fon of the Year ; for He was then folemaizing the Fraf 


of Minerva at Baia, which lay near Mifenum. Having 


therefore feduced his Mother thither, under the {fpecious 
Appearances of Reconctliation, and prepared a VeUel fit 
forthe Purpofe, magnificently adorned, He conducted Her 
to it Himfelf, and took his Leave of Her with ali -the 
outward Marks of Tendernefs and Affection. But by 
the Clearnefs of the Night, and the Calmnefs of the Wea- 
ther, as well the Confufion and Bungling of “‘Vhofe, who 


were intrufted to put the Defign in Execution, the mun - 


Part of it mifcarried; for tho’ the Empre/s’s Attendants 
were difpatch’é by ‘Them, fhe efcap’d Herfelf, by a Kind 
of Providence, and reduced her unnatural Son to the Ne- 
ceflity of getting Her murdered in a more publick: and 
barefaced Manner. The fame infamous Tool of Power, 


who had failed in the firft Attempt, thought Himfelf . 


bound in Honour to perform his Engagement with the 
tmpercr, who was ftruck with terrible Apprehenfions at 
this Difappointment. Anicetus therefore went with a Band 
ol Cu?-throais, and put Her toa cruel Death in her own 
Apartment. 

Let us now defcend a little lower, and to Times more 
ike our own ; which will furnith us with feveral extraor- 
cinary Initances of the Purpofes, to which Navies have 
heen apply'd, and the fignal Merits of Thofe, who have 
apply'd them to fuch Ufes. 
__ttisa Cuftom, of very long ftanding, for the Doge of 
¢ ensce to fail torth every Year, with a large Squadron of 
Concei s, inorder to marry the Adriatick Sea, by throw- 
‘mg a Ainge into it. This Ceremony is perform’d with 
great Pomp and Solemnity ; but as ridiculous as it may 
ieem to be, Pfhall forbear any Cenfures upon it, fince it is 
dope only by Way of Acknowledgment that the Sea is the 
Mother of shat State, as the Doge reprefents the Father 
ot /uch @ Cu/fom might be of Ufe in 
fome other Nations, to keep Them in Mind where their 
cael Strength lies, and how it ought to be employ’d. 
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If Wecome home to our own Country, (for We muit 
not ramble too far, in fuch an Effay as this) what im- 
menfe T'reafures, and what Millious of Lives have been 


formerly buried in the Sea, upon the moft trifling and fri- 


volous Occafions; fometimes in romantick. Crufado’s a- 
gainft Infidels, for the Recovery of the Holy Land ; and 
fometimes in ridiculous Expeditions againft our Fe//oz- 
Chriffians, to gratify the Ambition of a mad-beaded Prince, 
the Revenge of a favourite Mifrefs, or even ot an safolent

There is a remarkable Inftance, fo much to my Purpofe, 
in the Reign of King Charles the Ud, that I cannot omit 
it. When that Prince was efpoufed to the J/afanta of 
Portugal, it is well known. that a Flect was fent over to 
Lisbon, with proper Attendants, to bring Her hither ; 
but her Majefty being inform’d that there were fome par- 
ticular Cuftoms in Portuga/, with Relation to the Ladies, 
which the Xiz¢ would not eafily difpenfe with, the Freer 
was detain’d five or fix Weeks, at a great Expence, till --- 
her Majchy’s Hair grew.

The Moral of this Fable tells us, fays Mr. Fog, that 
q fair Words, Flatteries and Bribes, under the genteel Name 
of Prefents, are the Methods of Treachery inall Affairs, 
both Private and Publick. 

But to be more particular, ————_——. it 1s certain the 
Moral ot this Fable extends to all Kinds of Trufts what- 
foever, but in a more efpecial Manner to thofe where 
the Liberty and Property of a whole Nation are concerned,

greater the Lreachery, of Confequeuce, it muft be a Crime 
oia more flagitious Nature to betray a whole Nation, than 
a private Fannily.

It is to be ooleryed, that upon the very firft Motion of 
the ihing, the Batenefs of the Action dies in his Face, 
and he tells the Thief that it is not inthe Nature of Dogs’ 
to betray their Truft, ——next, the Reputation 
ol his Faguly rifles on his Mind, a Family that was never 
: Rain'd with Treachery, and he refolves not to be the firft 
that thal bring Difgrace upon it, fo far he is actuated 
by a Principle ol Honour; but next he comes to Reafon 
upon the Conlequence of the Thing, It I fuffer you 
toro the Hout, fays he, the whole Kamilyv willbe im- 
paver d. and of Courfe I fhall not be miaintain’d fo 
been heretofore but, fays the “Thiel, you 
vy the Robbery, on the contrary, you 
i ak dive Letter than ever you did ‘in your Lite, and feaft 
axurioutiy, for will feed YOu as long iy you Ves with 
fine 
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fine fat Crufts. Thefe Arguments are all thrown 
away, for the Dog gives him to underftand that he thinks 
there is no Faith to be placed in the Promifes of a Thiet, 
and that he knows how they always treat their vile 
Tools when they have done with them, and upon the 
whole abfolutely refufes to have any Dealings with him, 
fo that here Brinciple and good Senfe prevailed over 
Corruption, —-—-———the Thiet went to the wrong Houfe, 
and we may fay he was undone tor want of knowing

But your Political Thief has fometimies better Luck, be- 
caufe he has often to do with Animals who have not the 
generous Qualities of the Dog in the Fable. 

Men are diftinguifhed under different Claffes by our 
Poet agg 8 as well as Dogs,— he tells us that 
Mattiffs, Hounds, Greyhounds, Mongrels, Spaniels, 
Showghes, Water-Rugs, Demi-Wolves, and Curs, are 
all called Dogs, but they are to be diftinguifhed according 
to the different Gifts which bounteous Nature has beftow- 
ed upon them, as, the Fierce, the Swilt, 


-—the Subtle, ——-.---the Houfe- 


keeper, — the Hunter, the Lurcher, and the 
like ; fo amongft Men,— the Brave, the Cow- 
ardly, the Faithtul, ————the Treacherous, are 
alike number’d in the Catalogue of Men, but the diffe- 
rent Qualities which Nature has imparted to them mikes 
Man pilfer more from Man, than from any Animal of 


another Species. When therefore national Truttees are 


obferved to take the Cruft, and to connive at publick Rob- 
beries, we may fuppofe they are of the Mongrel or rather 


of the Cur-Kind. 


I know thefe laft think themfelves much wifer than the 
Dog in the Fable, and reafon in a quite different Manner 
from what Tray has done 1n this Place, 

Firft, as to the Point of Honour which the Dog could 
not get over, they will tell you that Honour is not to 
be eat or drank, that it. will neither purchafe a good 
Table nor French Wine, nor a fine Equipage, nor a Birth- 
Day Suit —, that a Strumpet will not take it for 


ready Monty, that it will not pafs for a Subfcription ar 


Faranelli's Opera, nor procure a Man a good look from 
the Knight of the Brazen Head. In fine, that it will not 
Procure any of thofe Denzours which have not a little con. 
tributed to make national ‘Treachefy iathionalle ; that Ho-

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nour istherefore a Phantom invented to keep Fools honeft, 
and that all the clever Fellows of the Times have thrown 
it afide as a Dead-weight upon their Fortunes. 
Next, when they have a good Cruft in Hand by way of 
Karneft, they don’t fee why they may not take the 
Thief's Word for future Bribes, when they know he muft 
be punctual for his own Sake, fince he cannot do without 
their Connivance and even A fliftance,fo they put themfelves 
upon the Foot of Swi/s, to be paid as long as they be- 
tray. In the next Place, they do not underftand 
how they can be maintained the poorer, for fuffering the 
Thief to rob the Nation, when they are to have part of 
the Plunder ; if they are well fed what is it to them, 
that their Countrymen are half-ftarved ?---If they are fleek 
and {mooth, let others look rough and dirty, their Finery 
will be the more confpicuous, when every body elfe is in 
Rags about them. | 

We need not doubt but this isthe Light in which they 
place the Matter, but thofe amongft them who think to 
glofs. over the Affair and give it the beft Colour they 
can, have been heard to fay, that they fee no Harm in 
taking the Cruft, provided they enter into no Engage- 
ment or Promifes todo any Thing for it, =~ but - 
who is fo Weak to be impofed upon by fuch fhallow Ex- 
cufes 7 Does not every Body know that in Cafes 
of this Nature, thereneeds no exprefs or written Contract 
betwixt the Thief and the Betrayer. ——« In the

Man was obliged to find out the moft abandon’d Rogue 
that ever infefted human Society, Newgate ought not to 
be the Place where he fhould go to look for him, 
Perfons of this Character have fat in the Counfels of 
Kings, directed the Helms of States, and difpofed of the 
-'Treafures of Kingdoms with as little Controul, as if the 
Fortunes of all their Fellow-Subjects lay in a heap before 
them to be difpofed of as if it had been their own priyate 

Inheritance.

But before I enter upon a Defcription of the Head of 
the Party, it may not be improper to give a fhort Sur- 
vey of the Confituents ; and to fhew what was the Temper 
and Condition of the Republick before and at the Irruption 
of this memorable Con/piracy.

A thoufand other Things contributed to the Jacreafe of 
Fadicn. Such whofe Families had futiered Profcripticans, 
who hed loft their Efates and even Privi/eees, (during 
the late Commotions of Syl/a) had the fame /i.2vs and the 
fame Hopes in the Difurbances of the Sta‘e, with the 
Inferior or Ambitious. And to conclude, all fuch in ge- 
neral, as were Qut-cafs from the prevailing Party of the 
Senate, were follicitous to faake the Government if not to 
fubvert it, rather than have no Share inthe Adminifra- 
tion. The turbulent Spirit of Party, that hadlong Jain 
dormant, reviving afrefoin the Confulithip ol Marcus Craf. 
fusand Cucins Pompey, whoasfoon as rais'd to this Author}- 
ty, reftored the 7ribunitial Power to the People, and with 
all the Vigour of Youth and Ferocity of Nature began to ex- 
afperate their Mizds againft the Sezate, and by great Lar- 
geffes and greater Promifes, daily to :nfame them more 
and more; whence they them/e/zes became more power- 
ful, and were held the Patriots of the ‘Ihefe the 
Nobility oppofed with all their Power, to fupport, in Ap.

T happens in all Times, that the General Election of 

Members to ferve in Parliament, is attended with greai 
Animofities and Struggles, and Acts of Violence: It 
would therefore be impoflible for the Conftitut.on to fubfit, 
were there not a Jurifdiction lodged in the proper Place, 
to exam.ne the Merits of Controverted Elections. It 1s 
the greateit and the moft valuable Privilege of the Houfe 
of Commons, that they poflefs this Jurifdiction entire : All 
others. even the moft boafted, would be of no Value, if 
ever they fhould lofe this; and all will agree, that it 
could be no where repofed with lefs Danger than in their 
Heuds to whom it rightfully belongs. 

But the Exercife of this Jurifdiclion with Juftice and 
Impartiality, ‘is of ésual Importance with the very Being 
and Prefervation of it: on this depends all that makes 
it either yalued or refpected; and unlets this be duly 
regarved, it had almoit better be loft than. preferved: 
Every Man in Eng/zn/ hath an Intereit in the Great 
Reprefentative of the Pecple,; and whoever is admitted 
wthout Right into that-Great Body, his Admiffion 
is. aot only a Wrong tothe j erfon whom he excludes, 
but to the MWhele Pecple, who are thereby unduly repre- 
fented. 

The Juftice of an Houfe of Commons muft ever be re- 
lied on as the Security of the Conftitution ; and this Juftice 
is no where of greater Enfect than-in thefe Determinations. 
It mii therefore be confidered as a Bufinefs of the great- 


eft Contequence that can come before them, when any 
Election is to be determined; it mutt deferve the fullett 
Attendance. andthe moft careful Hearing, or the Publick 
may be undone from the Neglect of thofe whofe Duty it is 
to preferve If. - 

Ie will, on all thefe Accounts, deferve to be confidered 
by every Mau who fits in Parliament, that it is his 
hig heft Duty to his Country, and to himfelf, to attend the

The Marquis de Maillebois, with 12,000 
Men, is upon the Banks of the Secchia, ready to join the 
Marfhal de Broglio ; and the Duke d'Harcourt has entered 
that Dutchy, with moft of the Troops that were quarter- 
edin the Parmezan and Placentia: Thus two thirds, at 
leaft, of the French Army are actually in the Modeneze ;
